Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner indicated it is well known in the art to treat seeds with 
microorganisms to fight fungi and disease and merely the selection of different microorganisms is an obvious 
modification. Examiner would like to bring applicant's attention to U.S. Patent No. 4,828,999, U.S. Patent No. 
4,569,841, U.S. Patent No. 5,919,446. Examiner suggested including the limitations of Claim 3 and 4 of genous 
Pantoea and Leclercia in combination would help significantly to distinguish applicant's invention over the prior art. 
Applicant presented arguments against cited prior art. First, applicant argued that Neyra merely teaches growth 
producing bacteria. Second, applicant argued that an antibotic is not a microorganism and does not teach the claimed 
order of treatment. Applicant argued that claim 5 is a patentable distinction that the microorganism is separated from 
seeds obtained by seed production and applicant argued that the Russian patent does not teach a plurality of 
microorganism.
